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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The duration of the present House of the People will in normal 
course expire on the 18th March , 1976 . Having regard to the Proclama 
tions of Emergency now in operation , it is considered necessary to extend 
the duration of the present House of the People by a period of one year. 
Under the proviso to clause ( 2 ) of article 83 of the Constitution , while a 
Proclamation of Emergency is in operation , Parliament has the power 
to extend by law the duration of the House of the People for a period 
not exceeding one year at a time and not extending in any case beyond 
a period of six months after the Proclamation has ceased to operate, 


The Bill seeks to give effect to the above object.
